Anciist Cliiini- 
pionship form Miiioiii; tlio Amoriciin tlioro;iKlil>rc<ls 
lias as a rule licon prolty woll established year 
after year at the meetings of the Saratoga Asso- 
eiution. It looks as if history would re]>eat itself 
in 1918, as the running of the Hopeful Stakes and 
Saratoga Cup on Saturday next, when the gieatest 
rai-ing carnival that the Spa has even known will be 
terminated, is expected to bring to the post the 
cream of the juvenile and niaturer horses in train- 
ing at the present time. 

The great army of racing enthusiasts front all 
parts of the ITiion have found much to admire dur- 
ing the twent.v-six days of sport, and they will leave 
for their respective homes conscious that they have 
witnessed the highest ipialit.v of racing tests given 
in an environment that is unsurpassed anywhere. 
Ity their generous patronage they will have spurred 
Iiresident It. T. Wilson and his fellow members in 
the Saratoga .Association for tlie IraproTeme\it of 
the Rreed of Horses to still further endeavor, the 
piireliase of additional ground on I'nion avenue being 
an indication of a iKdi<-.v of expansion and beauti- 
fi<-ation of the already splendid plant. 

While the program for ever.v da.v of the closing 
week is promising, that for Saturda.v, .\ugust .SO, 
should furnish the climax to the season at this 
point. Tlie H«i>eful Stakes, at three-quarters of a 
mile, which has a guarante«‘d value of )fl30.(KlO. 
will have all the crack two-.vear-olds with the 
exception of Miss .lemima among the contestants, 
while the Saratoga t'up, with ^>.3,000 added, for 
three-.vear-olds and liver, at one mile and three- 
• luarters, should bring to the post at least four of 
the greatest horses seen this ,vear. 

MAN 0’ WAR SURE STARTER. 

Man o’ War, if all goes well, is a certain starter 
in the Hoi>eful. He will have to carry 130 pounds, 
but there is ample evidence in the history of the 
race to indicate that he is capable of doing it. In 
the fourteen years since the stake was inaugurated 
l ight two-year-olds have carried the extreme ptuialty 
to well-earned victories. Tampa, in the colors of 
tlie late H. H. Duryea, won with 127 iKiunds in 
1!MM. She was followed by .lohn Sanford’s Mohawk 
II. in 1905, this home-bred .vonngster shouldering 
130 iMiunds and giving conclusive proof that cham- 
pion thoroughbreds can be bred in the Empire State. 
He was followed by .lames It. Keene’s Peter Pan 
Jhe next season. Novelty won with the top weight 
for S. C. Hildreth in 1910, and later gave fur- 
ther proof of his class by racing in France and 
winning in the best company, both on tlie flat and 
over obstacles. 

The fleet filly Regret, in tlie colors of H. P. 
Wliituey, carried 127 isnmds and won in 1911, 
following it up witli a glorious campaign in 1915, 
when she won the Kentucky Ih-rhy and other prizes. 
I.. S. Thompson’s Dominunt won in 1915 and showed 
a quality that he has failed to live up to in his 
mutiirer years. Campfire hel|)ed to round out his 
lirilliaut career by capturing the event in 1916 over 
ri heax-y track, wliile Siin Briar was the victor in 
1917 over a slow and holding course that suited 
him to perfection. 

Man o’ War will make only one more appearance 
this year after the HoiK-fiil, and that will be in the 
Futurity, wliieli will Ik- run on the closing day of 
the autumn meeting of the Westchester Racing -Vs- 
sociation. His owner and trainer are supremely 
eoiifident that he will win Imtli of these stakes, and 
there are thousands of good judges of a thorough- 
bred who share in tills belief. Tliere is a peculiar 
ringle to the lIoiM*ful, inasmuch as tlie bulk of the 
opjiosition wbicli Man o’ War will encounter is ex- 
iM-cted to come from the fillies in the race, as there 
is nothing in the eolt divisiem to match Constancy. 
Bonnie Mary, Cinderella, Cleopatra and Ethel Grey. 
Miss .lemima is unfortunately not an eligible. The 
liest of the colts that have shown in public are 
I’p.set, King Thrush, Bnxikholt, The Trout and Car- 
mundale. though in a stnke of this kind there are 
always dangerous candidates that have been kept 
under cover. 

FOUR HAVE WON CUP TWICE. 

Mail.'' horses Isave won the Saratoga Cup 

since its inauguration in 1S65, and four horses have 
won it twice. The.se were Kentucky in 1865 and 
1!»66; Springbok in 1874 and ’75; Parole in 1877 and 
’78, and General Monroe in 1883 and ’84. When 
these stout-bottomed thoroughbreds won the dis- 
tance was two and a quarter miles — the real Cup 
route in every country — and it is a pity that this 
year’s test is nut over tlie same route instead of a 
half mile shorter. While there are fifty-nine nomina-

Inquiry of Wide Scope to Be Made by Government, 
with Enactment of New Legislation in View. 

O'rr.AWA. Out., August 26. — Pr. .T. G. Ruther- 
ford. a member of tlie Dominion railway eominission, 
has been ajipointed hy the Pominicn government a 
rojal commissioner to conduct a iiiqiiir.v into con- 
ditions iiertaining to running race meetings and 
lietting in eonneelion therewith in Canada. His 

investigation, which was foreshadowed b.v Sir 
Thomas Wliite in the house of eomnions lust session, 
will cover a wide field, and (he evidence which he 
adduces and his report xvill furnish a base for 
legislation by parliament. 

Dr. Rutherford’s inquiry will he a preliminary to 
tlie enactment of lairmanent legislation at the next 
regular session of parliament and before the time 
for the opening of the spring racing of 1920. It 
imiHiwers tlie eomniissioii “to inquire into and 
c-incerning the conditions pertaining to running race 
meetings and b<‘tting in eonneotion therewith in 
Canada, ineliiding, without limiting tlie generality 
of his iKiwers, inquir.v into and concerning: 

(1) The number, character and methods of oper- 
ations of rac-e nieetingit in each district or loealit.v. 

(2) The amounts of capital invested in the sev- 
eral jockey ehibs and rjice trucks in each district. 

(3) Tlie resi>eetive periods of time and the sea- 
sons during wliich race meetings have lieen or are 
eiistomaril.v hehl in each year in each locality. 

(41 The general effect of siieli race meetings 
and betting iip<in the eommiinily or any partiechir 
clas.s or classes of the eommunit.v. 

(51 'I’lie metliods, devices iMid operations in e.'in- 
nection with betting at the race meelings !tnd at 
otlier phi<-es, and the extent to which .‘(nil the 
methods hy wliich Is-tting is carried on legally or 
Illegally in eaqh ioi-ality.. . 

(6) The effects of racing upon the production of 
improved breeds of horses and tliorouglihred stock. 

(7) Generally all other matters directly or in- 
directl.v eoniiected with or relating to conditions 
surrounding race meetings and betting in con- 
nection therewith. 

•Vnd to submit with his report the evidence to lie 
taken in the ease for tlie information of the gov- 
ernor-general in eomicil, and, moreover, that said 
commissioner 1 m* authorized by liis commission to 
liave and exercise all the powers specified in and 
by Section I. I. of the inquiries act. 11MH5, as enacted 
by ('liapter 28 of the statutes of t'auada, 1912. 

The promise of investigation was made by Sir 
Thomas White on April 25 last, when A. E. Fripii, 
Ottawa, asked in the house of commons if it was 
tlie intention of tlie government to repeal tlie order- 
in-couucil proliihlting race course betting for the 
duration of the war and six months thereafter. Sir 
Thomas White, replying in the negative, stated 
as follows: 

“It lias lieen drawn to the attention of the gov- 
ernment tliat liorse racing has lH*en extended beyond 
the limits in contemplation hy parliament wlien 
legisl.-ition resiiecting the subject was enacted in 
1912. and tliat tsmdilions connected with lM*tting 
on race courses in certain sections of Canada liuve 
been sucii as to ean.se grave public offense to the 
communities concerned. With a view to remedying 
these conditions and dealing generally witli the 
question of betting at race meetings in Canada, the 
government intends before (lie next session of jiar- 
liament to make an inquiry with a view to tlie 
enactment of sncli legislation as may be deemed 
iiilvisiilile in the public interest.” 



HITCHCOCK AGAINST USE OF TOE CALKS

S.VR.ATOGA SPRINGS, N. Y., August 26.— F. R. 
Hitchcock, a steward of the J(Mkey Club, and who 
is one of the stewards of the current meeting of 
the Saratoga As.s«M-iation. announced yesterday that 
at tlie annual meeting of the .Jockey Club next Jan- 
uary he would projiose a nile doing away with toe 
calks on all racing plates. 

“Two horses have btien destroyed and three or 
four badly cut down through the use of these toe 
calks at the present meeting,’’ said Mr. Hitchcock, 
“and 1 think it is time that we called a lialt. Toe 
calks are forbidden on English and French courses, 
and there is an exhibit on all French tracks of 
what are termed fair and unfair racing plates, and 
the penalty is exceedingly severe for using the 
latter type. I would make the penalty for the use 
of such plates come in the same class as fraudu- 
lent practices, which would Include the electric 
battery and other devices of that sort. I have 
talked with many good horsemen and they all agree 
that liorses can run in the mud with smooth plates. 
I would not rule against heel calks, as no damage 
could be inflicted with tliem.” 



OLD ROSEBUD TO RACE IN THE FALL 

SARATOG.t SPRINGS, N. Y., August 26.— Old 
Rosebud is rounding into his liest form, according 
to trainer Frank Weir, and he will lie a slarter 
on tlie New York tracks during the coming fall 
meetings. “The old horse earned a well deserved 
rest,” said Mr. Weir, “and Ids absence from racing 
at this meeting was due to it and not because of 
any ailment that the liorse might have contracted. 
He raced steadily during the spring over all sorts 
of tracks and was in need of the let up.” Old 
Rosebud and the others in the Weir establishment 
will be shipped to Belmont Park after the close 
here. 



His Stable, Including Sun Briar and Exterminator, 
to Be Shipped to Havre de Grace.

SARATOGA SPRINGS, N. Y., August 26.— There 
is ever.v reason to believe many of tlie stables here 
will dmlgp' the Belmont Park meeting, according 
to reiMirts on future location of some of the more 
fasliinahle owners. From all accounts tlie colors 
of W. S. Kilmer will lie seen at Havre de Grace 
us soon as that meeting opens; in fact, Henry 
McDaniel has practically arranged for the shipment 
of the Kilmer horses to Maryland from here, in- 
cluding his two best — Sun Briar and Exterminator. 
Win. McDaniel will also ship the horses he trains 
and owned )>y Senor Diaz of Havana to the Mary- 
land tracks as siMin as he can obtain transportation. 
The loss of these two stables to the New York 
tracks will certainly be felt, especially in the 
handicaps, for the absence of Sun Briar and Ex- 
terminator will take much out of the contention 
in such riiees, top-notcli handicap horses being few 
and far between at the present writing, with little 
likelihood of the numtier being increased for the 
fall meetings. Cudgel and NaMiralist. and probably 
Liicnllite, should have things pretty much their own 
way in the Iiundicap division, unless Mr. Voshurgh 
should relent somewhat and lower the weight off 
the middle and lower class handicap candidates. 
Horsemen )M*lleve these classes should be given more 
consideration and a better cliiince if possible, as 
records show that few of the middle and lighter 
weighted horses in handicaps have shown to advan- 
tage this year, nearly every event of importance 
having lM*eti won liy the first division. 

.Vll the Schwartz Bros, horses are on tlieir way 
to tlie New Y'ork tracks; in fact, some of them 
\yill run. at the hunts, meeting to b« Ixdd at R* Iniont 
Terminal next Saturday. The.v are in charge of 
John Hastings as usual. This means that Enfilade 
has run her last race at this meeting. Crest Hill 
will no doubt be a eandidate for the eross-coiintr.v 
events to lie run on Saturday, and will also 1m; 
ready for the Relmont Park sieepleehases later on. 

KING PLAUDIT IN RACING CONDITION. 

Geo. Odom will shii> his stalde of nlHiiit six 
horses, including King Plaudit, to Relmont Park 
as soon as they can he loaded. King Plaudit is 
coming around finely and ma.v b<* a starter lM*fore 
the fall season has run out. This colt has been a 
partial disappointment to George Odom, as well as 
an unlucky sort of a horse. Early in tlie year his 
owner thoiiglit him a giMid horse, and his prospects 
were bright, hnt accident and incident has in- 
terfered with Ills money earning possibilities. Mr. 
Odom says lie might yet turn out a really ginxl horse; 
in (act, he “has hopes,” as the saying is. George 
is one of tliose philosophical trainers wlio lake 
their ups and downs witli the grace of true sjMirts- 
men, laugliing at defeat as well as victory, as the 
ease may he. 

Tlie J. K. L. Ross colors will Im* carried b.v his 
representatives in iMitli the King’s Plate and Nur- 
sery Stakes that will be decided at Rlue Ronnets 
track next Jlonday. Jockey I»ftus will probably go 
to Montreal and ride in iKith the features. 

Preston Riireh will leave Friday for Jamaica with 
the John Sanford horses, which will be raced over 
the Long Island tracks. 

Kimball Patterson will ship the MtK^lelland iiorses 
to Maryland as soon as he can get away. 

William Martin goes to' Relmont Park at the 
close of the meeting with his liorses and those 
lM*longing to Frederick Johnson. 

Experts on jumping liorses predict that Crumpsall 
will make a rare good jiimiM*r. He is schooling 
wonderfully well and shows the earmarks of a 
••hanipion. 

AMBITIOUS PLANS FOP. NEW ORLEANS 

SARATOG.A SPRINGS, N. Y., August 26.— 
President Mr-Clellau and general manager Eddy 
of tlie Rusine.ss 'Men’s Racing Association arrived 
today from New Orleans in the interest of the Fair 
Grounds. They made known quite ambitious plans 
to the horsemen for the coming winter meeting and 
stated that progress on improvements at the Fair 
Grounds were making great headway. “The Fair 
Grounds will hardly be recognizable to former visi- 
tors,” said Mr. Eddy. “We have moved tlie Cit.v 
Park stand over to the Fair Grounds and placed 
it in the position xvliere the old Fair Grounds 
stand sPmmI lM*fore tlie fire. 'The track proper 
has been practically rebuilt and the bad places that 
were of siicli annoyance have b«“en excavated and 
this trouble entirely eradicated. There has been a 
uniform resurfacing of the course .to a depth of 
eight indies, the soil for tliis purpose being secured 
from the City Park track. The drainage has also 
come in for general attenlion, and in this we have 
h<*en aided largely by the city. .\ three-foot rise 
of ground around the stable yards and approaches 
has also been effected, and the stables have come 
in for siM.*cial attention. Every stall lias come in 
for dose insiM-ctioii and lM*en painted on the inside 
according to a government sanitarj- formula. The 
roofs of all stables have lieen rebuilt and new 
stables erected on ever.v available space of stable- 
yard ground. The .sanitation in the stable yards lias 
also come in (or considerable notice, and lavatories 
of the most modern style erected at various iMiints.” 

tonceriiiiig officials who will supervise the racing 
next winter, Mr. McClellan stated that the best 
available will be secured and that for the present 
starter Dade has been the only one agreed op.

Hildreth’s Crack Takes the Huron 
Handicap in a Canter.

Five Hot Favorites Fail Their Ad-

SARATOGA SPRINGS, N. Y.. August 26.— Sam 
C. Hildreth’s crack tliree-year-old Pnrdias** re- 
moved a formidable pretender to the three-year-ohl 
crown this afternoon when he administered a sound 
drubhing to R. T. Wilson’s Hannibal, wliicli he met 
in tlie Huron Handicap of $3,000, of which the 
xvinner’s net share amounted to $2,325. There was 
no vestige of excuse for Hannihul. His defeat w.ss 
decisive and thorough. So liadly was he done for 
in tlie last eighth that he pnwed a victim to Tet- 
le.v’s final rush and relinquished second place to 
the Weir representative in the final strides. Pur- 
chase was weighted with 1.34 ixiuiids, eiglit more 
than was carried by the Wil.son representative, and 
the weights graduating downward on the others 
to tlie ninet.v- three carried b.v Tetley. Cirrus, 
also representing the Hildreth stable, was not much 
of a factor xvitli the speculatively inclined, who 
favored Purchase, for they regarded his chances, in 
vie”- of hia. 4 >uor H ha w ioys here, as nil. Their 
confidence was reiMised solely in the big son of 
Ormondn le — Cherryola . 

Practically it_ resolved itself into a duel of dol- 
lars lM*tween I’urcliase and Hannibal, with tiie 
former, through the weight of liis hacking, finully 
an outstanding clioice. 

PURCHASE KEPT UNDER RESERVE. 

Roth racers were away in a forward position ami 
Kii.sor rushed Haiinihal into tlie lead and roiimled 
the first turn a good length in advance, hut in- 
stiiiitl.v lost his advantage to Crystal Ford, which 
then essayed pacemaking with Hannibal following 
and ptirsued <-Iosel.v Ii.v I’urchase and Pastoral 
Swain, with Tetley and Cirrus far liack. Cirrus 
espeoiiill.v laboring and showing a dislike for his 
task. Hannibal again wrested the lead after half 
the race was done and his seemingly easy st.vie of 
going encouraged bis supporters to the jubilant 
stage, hut Knapp had Purchase well in reserve 
when approaching the stretch turn and on the least 
i-all by Knapp Pttrehaso darted by the leader, wliioh 
once beaded for the straight rush to tile finisli 
iM'gan displaying distress signals. It w;is no effort 
on tlie part of Purchase to win as bis rider 
pleased. Tetley came with a go<Ml sprint in tin* 
last eighth and headed Hannibal right at the end. 

Hannibal walked off the track with a slight 
limii as if botln*red with foot trouble. He acted 
fractiously while on the way from the paddrM-k to 
the start and in rearing up fell heavily, piiining 
Ensor under him, hut he seemed uninjured by the 
incident. The race proved conclusively Pitrehase’s 
superiority and. as lie trinmpbed over Sir Rarton, 
the tliree-year-old honors of the year must 1m* 
conceded to him. 

It was in general a dull day for raring, with a 
featureless card, in keeping with the weather con- 
ditions, excepting the race tiiat brought almut the 
meeting of Purchase and Hannibal. The overcast 
skies finally produced a dowoponr, but it was of 
brief duration’ and the tra^-k did not suffer to an.v. 
extent. The uttendunce,, however, was good and the 
racing fairly interesting and close. 

KNAPP’S RIDE BEATS ABADANE. 

The backers of favorites suffered keenly hy the 
failure of five choices, tlieir most pronounced dis- 
upiMiintmeiit coming in the third race with the 
defeat of Ijirry Waterbary’s recent asipiisitioii. 
.\badane. That racer was best, but his failure was 
brought aliout hy the mistaken tactics of jockey 
Knapp. The rider got the heavily hacked odds- 
on favorite away piKirly and in addition siMiiled 
his mount’s chances by electing to come wide. 
The ground he lost by this was enongli to have 
brought liim victory by a daylight margin. The 
finish found liim in tliird place, lM*uten only by 
inches hy Back Bay and Valerie West, ‘‘.\u.v1hm1.v 

could have won on that hor>e,” remarked Knapp 

to Henry McDaniel, who was standing near by as he 
dismounted from .\badam*. "Yes,” retorted Jlr.

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Sunny Hill furnished the upset in the third 
race, wliich brought together a cheap hand, with 
Water War the one most favored. Tlie winner 
showed u high order of speed from the start and 
held sway for tlie entire distance. Sir William 
Johnson, making a game finish, landed in second 
place, and Water War managed to outstay the 
others for third place. 

Kentucky representatives were to the fore In tlie 
last two races. Precious made a runaway of the 
fifth race, which was over the mile and a quarter 
route, and won the first purse tliat T. C. McDowell 
has garnered during the meeting. Slie showed fine 
speed all the way and was only mildly ridden to 
lead African Arrow to the finish. 

The final race went to E. R. Bradley, whose 
Busy Signal headed Masked Dancer in the last 
si-vteenth to win an easy victory. Masked Dancer, 
tvith her high speed, raced into a good lead in 
the early running and apiK'arcd a certain winner on 
the stretch turn, but tired fast in. the last eighth 
and succumbt'd to Busy Signal’s game challenge. 
Beck and Call, which has been n factor in all her 
races here, landing third place, with Lunetta, mak- 
ing h‘’r first start in tlie J. J. Hallenbeck colors, 
following. 

A. G. Blakely has added to his stable the two- 
year-old Rosary, by Macdonald 11.
